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7 Water Regions Proposed In Bucks

Countywide action is needed to solve Bucks 
County’s serious water and sewerage problems. 
This was perhaps the most important conclusion 
of the $00,000 survey recently completed for the 
Bucks County Planning Commission by Albright 
and Friel, Inc., Philadelphia consulting engineers. 
Tt)g resulting master plan for water supply and 
sewerage facilities emphasizes that future systems 
must ignore the arbitrary borough and township 
boundaries in the county. 


W ea th er

“The increasing magnitude of the problem," 
Albright and Friel reported, “is such that planning 
should extend beyond local boundaries and be done 
on a countywide basis, since the most economical 
water and sewerage systems are those whose limits 
are defined by natural topography and not by poli­ 
tical boundaries. 
Natural Topography 
Natural topography means the rise and fall of 
the land, important to the efficient use of both 
water and sewer systems. 
The master plan has set off seven water re­ 
gions in the county. They are labeled W-l to W-7, 
the “VV" signifying water. 


Some regional boundaries coincide with muni­ 
cipal boundaries, where they are natural barriers. 
Some do not. 
W-l, the biggest of the regions, includes 25 
per cent of the county’s population, in its south­ 
west comer. Within W-l are the Townships of Ben­ 
salem, Lower and Upper Southampton, Warminster 
and part of Middletown and the Boroughs of Lang­ 
horne, Langhorne Manor, Penndel, part of Hulme­ 
ville and Newtown. 
Filtration Plant 
What water service there is in this region comes 
from the wells of public and private water com­ 
panies. Eventually the chief sources will be a fil­ 


tration plant on the Delaware River in Bensalem 
Township and a reservoir near Newtown on Ne- 
shaminy Creek. 
The Bensalem filter plant, needed at once, is 
included in the plan for 1965. So are increases in the 
capacity of the various well systems. The New­ 
town reservoir, which may be a giant dam or a 
series of smaller ones, is expected to be in exist­ 
ence in 1980.

NASHUA, N.H. (U P I)- A self- 
propelled railway car with 30 per- 
sons aboard crashed into a truck 
carrying propane gas today with 
a house-shaking explosion.

A letter postmarked “8 a.m. 
Dec. 7, 1941," brings back vivid 
memories to a Levittown house­ 
wife. 
On that morning when Japanese 
aircraft were raining destriction 
upon the American Naval Base 
at Pearl Harbor, a civilian mail 
plane had just taken off from an 
adjoining airfield with a letter 
addressed to the housewife, Mrs. 
Louise Ferland, who now lives at 
105 Kingwood Lane in I^evittqwn. 
The letter was mailed the eve­

husband, 
Lionel, a seaman 1st class sta­ 
tioned aboard the light cruiser 
USS Helena. Fortunately, the Jap 
planes did not break formation 
and permitted the plane to get 
through to the states.
